Will Soon Move on So-Called Attor- 
ney General Breckinridge. 



It will be up to Judge Hobert J. Breck- 
iridfre of Danville, Ky., next. 
Judge Breckinridge in a well-known 
(emocrat wild fell into bad political 
company last year and became a candi- 
date on the Ooebel ticket. He contested 
the election of his Republican opponent. 
As a result, since March be baa had 
possession of the olnce of Attorney 
General of this state. That office right- 
fully belongs, as Judge Breckinridge 
knowe, and as four hundred thousand 
other voter" In Kentucky know, to Judge 
ciifton J. Pratt of MBdlsonvllle. 

It has leaked out that Judge Pratt is 
going to take the proper legal steps to 
regain the Attorney Generalship. 
From present indications his light to 
that end will be successful, and Judge 
Kobert J. Breckinridge may prepare to 
return to Danville. 

Last spring, when the Coebelite Flec- 
tion Commissioners declared in favor 
of the once-defeatod but thrice-persist- 
ent Democratic contestants, Pratt, 
all the minor state officials, did 
tight the decision in the Courts. The 
Democrats insisted that Pratt had 
rendered, but they forgot that by law 
he had two years in which to tako steps 
in tho Court. He moved out of Frank- 
fort and Breckinridge moved in. 

Tho other Republican officials tiled 
their suits in the Franklin CircuitCourt. 
The Louisville Courier-Journal ren- 
dered a decision against them, and in a 
few days His Honor, Judge James Can- 
trill, sustained that decision. The Re- 
publicans appealed. Again The Courier- 
Journal rendered a decision against 
them, and again tho Court of Appeals, 
i vote of four Democrats to three 
Republicans, sustained it. The other 
ocratic contestants Joined Breck- 
inridge on Capitol Square. 

But O'Rear has been elected to sue 
ceed Hazelrigg, and for the first time 
in Kentucky's history tho Republicans 
on the Appellate Bench are In the ma- 
jority. Three Judges already Btand 
pledged to the dissenting opinion in fa- 
vor of the Republican officials. O'Rear 
is an honorable man. and, of course, |be 
s not expressed his Judicial opinion 
advance of being elected. But be- 
use he is an honorable man Judge 
att has reason to hope that O'Rear 
11 at the proper time vote with Bur- 
nt, GufTey and Durolle to restore to 
him bis rightful office. 

Accordingly Judge Pratt will shortly 
tile suit against Judge Breckinridge for 
the Attorney Generalship, and for tho 
amount of salary drawn by the defend- 
ant to date, in the Franklin Circuit 
t. Judge James Cantrill will rule 
against him. He will appeal the case, 
d if the Appellate Bench sustains him 
he will w ithin six months' time resume 
the duties of Attorney General of Ken- 
tucky.-
